A Grave Charge that England is Solely Responsi-~ 
ble fer the Egyptian Troubje--It Lacke Poun- 
Cation—A New Conference to be Calied 
~Other Foreign News Itenrs. 


Lennon, January 3.—The: report published 
in the Paris Goulors that Bismarck had sent a 
note to the ear! of Granville, secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, charging England with the 
sole responsibility for the Egyptian troubles, 
and commending an entente with France ag 
the readiest way of securing the accord of 


_ European powers, is probably without founda- 


tion. Atany rate, nothing is known at the 
British foreign office, of any such communica- 
tion. Germany, so far as anything is known 
in London, still maintains absolute silence in 
regsrd to the vexatious Egyptian problem for 
which Gladstone and his fellow ministers are 


seeking asolution. The question of summoning 
a fresh conference of powers for the purpose 
of discussing the Egyptian matter is assuming 
important proportions. The carl of Granville 
has informed M. Waddington, the French 
minister to England, that in case the new 
conference shaJjl be decided upon, the confer- 
ence would convenein London as soon as the 
powers shall have seen fit to reply to the pro- 
posals regarding Egyptian fiances recently 
submitted to them by England. This intima- 
tion is taken to mean that England would 
refuse to accede to holding an Egyptian con- 
ference at Paris or Berlin without a guarantee 
regarding the scope of its deliberations. The 
discussion of the cemption policy was-contia- 
ued at the meeting of cabinet council-te-day. 
The report goes that it was deeited by 
the council, in case the powers should reftrse to 
come toan understanding regarding the Egyp- 
tian finance, to leave Egypt to provide first 
of all, the expenses of the administration, and 
then ifthere is a surplus, for meeting the de- 
mands of her creditors.

Wa Attecvor Labor, and Looking Out for a Livelihood 
by Disturbing Other People’s Business— Mr. 
Cable’s Errors in Dealing With the 
Bxceptions of the Negro Race. 


* 

It is right, I know, for a man to be con- 
servative and tolerant and respectfully consid- 
erate of other peoples’ opinions, but how can 
a man be so and take the papers. When he 
reads the nonesense of men claiming to be 
educators he gets lisgusted with fools, and 
when he reads the venomous lies and slanders 
of politicians he is equally disgusted with 
kuaves, and so between the two their utter- 
ances in the public press keeps him vexed 
about half the time. 

Nevertheless, it is theduty of a good citi- 
yen to keep up with the age in which he 
lives, forhe can do som¢ thing, and itis his 
duty te read and be prepared tor coming events 
and raife his voice on theright side. It has 
been a great drawback on the south that her 
people did not read enough and were too con- 
tented with their ignorance; but they are 
waking up now, and youcan hardly find a 

family in- this region that does not take some 
‘perper. T mix with our common people a 

good deal andI know families who take a pa- 
per for the children to read, although the 
parents cannot. This is all right 
and it is encouraging. After a poor farmer 
boy has learned to read and _ write 
and cipher, he can get aright good education 
* fromi the papers, and hecan get it cheaper 
than any other way. I would rather my boys 
would depend on three or four good papers, 
that would not cost more than ten dollars a 
year, than on fifty dollars worth of Latin and 
* Greek and algebra and geometry. They will 
be of more benefit to him in the practical bus- 
iness of life. Of course, if he is to be a profes- 
sions) man, he must study the sciences and 
g0 to college, but it is a hazzard—a great haz- 
zard—to send a - boy. to college, 
and the reason is plain. 
Four years at school and four more at college 
takes eight of the best years of a boy’s life, 
trom 12 to 20, the very years that his phys- 
ical system needs physical exercise and phys 
ical training; the very years when his habits 
of life and for life are fixed; the very years 
when he should mix labor with study and let 
his brain and his muscle all work along to- 
gether and sustain each other. College habits 
are habits of physical indolence. A college 
bey has no education to work any- 
thing but his brain when he 
comes away, and looks around for 
business. His physica] nature abhors work—- 
he can’t stand it. His habits are fixed and 
habits are as binding as fetters, and he sees 
no agreeable opening except the law or med- 
icine or politics, and so the land is full of 
quacks and pettigoggers and small politicians 
who afilict the people and do no good for 
themselves. These small lawyers sit around 
town #nd watch for strife among nabors like a 
buzzard watches for a carcass. They nurse 
and encourage all sorts of petty litigation. 
The doctors gallop off to see a sick 

—. and keep him sick until it takes his 

ittle crop topay the bill. The politicians 
get up a rumpus in fhe newspapers and slan 

der one another unti) the people don’t know 
who to vote for, and they don’tcare. And so 
it goes, and it would have been better, far 
better, forthe whole bateh to have stayed 
upon the farm and married clever couutry 
giris and -gone_ to raising childre 
and chickens in an _ honest = and 
honorable way. Now if, I say if, the cdlleze 
boys would gotofarming I would rejoice to 
see the boys goto college, for the higher the 
education the more refined is the happiness 
that knowledge gives and the better farmers 
they would make, but they will not. And for 
like reasons I have never favored the higher 
education of the negro. His race is physi 
cally ordained for labor, muscular Jabor, enil 
he iikes it. A college Ijfe* is his utter 
ui as 2a Many Bnd a citizen, and 
het somes AT a genteel African 
vagabond? i-féeceived a letter frombne of 
them in Atlanta the other day that was full of

Rather than submit to arrest and be brought 
back to Atlanta a prisoner, George A.Benson,a 
Philadelphia drummer, shot himself through 


te heart early yesterday morning in hie bed 
in the Globe hotel at Eawrencevi le. 


Benson was wanted in Atlanta for cheating 
and swindling, and but for his death by his 
own hands would have slept ~ last 


night in a felon’s cell. The warrant charging 
bim with cheating and swindling was swore 
out early f+ pa morning by M. K. Hotch- 
kiss of the Markham house. On _ the twen- 
tieth day of September last,a young man 
entered the Markham house office and ad- 
vancing to the counter picked upa pen and 
wrote upon the register “F.C. Forceman, 
Philadeiphia.””’ He carried in his hand a 
small sample case and with that nonchalant 
air peculiar tothe drummer asked for a good 
room. The stranger was young, fine looking 
and dressed in the height of fashion and wae 
assigned to No. 20,

in the hotel, by§Mr. Ed Callaway. The young 
man remained a guestofthe hotel until the 
fifth of October, when he took his departure. 
During his sojourn at the house he conducted 
himself in the most approved style. He was 
fond of billiards, knew a good drink, and dis- 
pensed his favors with a generous hand 
among those with whom he met. When he 
left he promised to return again. 

Several weeks after the young man went 
away he again entered the Markham, and 
walking uptothe counter grasped Mr, Ed 
Calloway by the hand and said: 

“How are you, old boy? Are all well?” 

‘Yes, all are well. Heware you? Regis- 
ter?’’ asked Mr. Callaway. 

“Well, | guess so,”” was the response as he 
accepted the pen tendered by Mr. Callaway. 
But the name he spread upon the register was 
not the name he had written there before. 
When he first came to the hotel he registered 
as F.C. Forceman. This time he wrote G. A. 
Benson, Philadelphia, and as he laid aside the 
pen he looked up into Mr. Callaway’s face 
with an inquisitive glance. Mr. Callaway has 
the peculiar faculty of remembering both a 
name and face, and with a funny smile on his 
lace asked: 

‘‘Been married ?”’ 

“No. Why?’ was the man’s nervous an- 
swer. 

“Oh, I thought maybe you had. I see you 
have changed your name. When you were 
here before you registered as Forceman, and 
now you write it Benson.’’ 

‘‘Well, the truth is,” said the guest, ‘my 
name is Benson, and I am traveling for Ben- 
son & Townsend, seed men of Philadelphia. 
When I was here before 1 ought to have been 
elsewhere, and used a fictitious name to keep 
the house from finding it out.”’ 


HE IS NOT FLUSH. 

This explanation was pertectly satisfactory, 
and senson was assigned to No, 7. 
He remained at the. hote! during 


the months of October and November and up 
toabout the 12th of December. During this 
time he conducted himself much in the same 
manner as When on his first»visit to the city. 
He did not spend money, however, so freely, 
and in fact — to be somewhat pressed 
for money. in peying for his board he gave 
the house a draft for $100, which had been 
indorsed by an Atlanta grocer, and a check 
for $40, which had been sent him by his 
mother. About the last of November Benson 
beganto show that he was on his last legs, 
and the hotel began to be onits guard. His 
bill then amounted to nearly $100. It was 
well made up with extras, and about the first 
of December Benson was asked to square up. 
He stated that he was nearly out of money, 
but that he would gsvea sight draft on his 


house for £100. Hethen drewthat draft. It 
read:

Subsequent to giving the dratt, Benson bor- 
rowed five dollars from the hotel, and then 
three dollars from Mr. Hotehkiss, and on the 
twelth of the month left, © say- 
ing that he was going out on 
the road. While in Atlanta Benson went 


hunting several times and proved to be a fair 
shot. On several of his hunting excursions he 
was accompanied by Mr. Walter White, for 
whom Benson appeared to form a strong 
friendship. He passed a great deal of his time 
with Mr. White in the Markham house bil- 
liard hall, and played pool and billiards a 

reat deal. Twodays before he left the city 
Beneod asked Mr. White if he had a pisto! he 
would sell. Mr. White gave himan affirma- 
tive answer, and that afiernoon Benson ac- 
companied Mr. White home to see the pistol: 


Mr. White showed him a 4! derringer, 
vbich Benson examined close- 
ly, and then laid on the

was out of the room Benson picked up the pis- 
tol and put it.in his pocket. Mr. White no- 
ticed that the pistol was not on the mantel

This statement rather staggered Mr. White, 
for he felt certain that Benson ; 
HAD THE PISTOL IN HIS POCKET. 

Itowever,; he let the matter drop, thinking 
that he migbt possibly be mistaxen. That 
evening Mr. White went up the Air-Line 
road, and two days later Benson left the city, 
carrynig the pistol with him. He went di- 
rect to Lawrenceville, where he remaine1. 

The dey after Benson lett Atlanta the draft 
came back protested. On the back was a pan- 
oramie view of the Ninth national bank of 
New York, to which house it was sent by W. 
M. and R. J. Lewry, the Atlanta bankers, and 
the Central National bank of Philadelphia, 
which received it from New Yark. ‘The letter 
of advice, accompanied by the protested draft, 
stated that: 

“J, Alonzo P. Rutherford,a N.P., ete., 
went with the draft to the place of business 
of the drawees, Nos. 105 and 107 South Third 
street, at 3:45 o’clock p.m., in order to demand 
paymant thereof and tound the same closed 
and upattended, and no onethere to answer 
respecting the draft or to pay the same.”

and Who Injared By Protective Tarif 

Shall Muscle or Money Pay the Govern- 

ment Tax? | 

The presidential contest just ended was made 
by the party of equal rights against that which 
seeks to nphold monopolies. 

When a manufactory or other branch of business 
is, to any extend protected by law against com pe- 
tition, it is thereby made a monopoly, such as re- 
publicans strive to maintain by the protective 
tariff, 

The only politieal principle clearly and satisfac- 
torily defined during the campaign, was laid down 
in the republican platform, and announced still 
more actinitely by Mr, Blaine in an Ohio speech 
He saidin substance: “J am in favor of a pro- 
tective ~ tariff and my opponent is an 


adydcate of free trade.’’ Upon this issue the con- 
test Was had, and the popular yote gave a hani- 
some majority against Mr. Blaine fn favor of his 
free trade opponent. Our success was not, there- 
fore, the resulb of numerous scandalous articles 
with which shameless newspapers abounded. 
Nor was it on account of official corruption in the 
republican party: for bad men who will betray 
public trust, whenever they can secure money 
enough to protect themselves from penalties of the 
law, are found in both parties. It cannot be that 
the republican candidate is lacking in states- 
manship, because no sensible man questions 
Mr. Blaine’s ability. And finally, the people do 
not object to the republican party, on account of 
our present satisfactory currency system; for the 
unwise attempt ten years ago to overthrow it on 
thris ground did not meet with favor among the 
peopie, who wish sound, reliable currency. 

No! No! Noneofthese questions moved the 
masses to rise superior to leadership and money 
and sieze upon the grand iesue—the tariff, Mr. 
Blaine and his party made the issue squarely and 
definitely, as above stated: and though timid 
leaders wavered, the people at the polls answered 
Mr. Biaine’s Ohio speec. in thunder tones, whose 
echo sounds the death knell of republican rule. 

While many are not apprised of the unequal 
burden imposed by revenue laws, yet the faet that 
a protective tariff works hardship to the laboring 
neg is pretty generally recognized. They 

now that the expenses of the vernment are 
raised by atax levied on im ported goods and the 
domestic articles, whisky and tobacco, used by 
our people. The formeris known as the tarif?: 
the iatter. internal revenue. Itis also known that 
this tex finally comes out of the consumer, and 
not the importer. nor the manufacturer. The 
most ignorant whisky drinker and tobacco chewer 
knows this by the price of thesearticles before and 
since the tax was levied on them. 

Now, this tax or tariff levied upon foreign goods 
becomes protective to all manufacturers of such 
goods in this country, because the imported goods 
cost the consumer the amount of the tariff more 
than they would if imported free, and the home 
manufacturer puts his goods up to the same 
price. Thus the amount of the tariff on such 
yoods is taken from the pocket of the consumer 
and given to the American manufac- 
turer. For example: If the tariff on an 
imported article be one dollar, the pturchaser, of 
course, paysone dollar more jor it thanif no 
tariff had been levied, and the American manu- 
facturerofthe same article used. gets a dollar 
more for his, without haying to pay any duty. So 
it will be seen that the American manufacturer 
makes adollar on every article of the kind, while 
the farmer, day laborer or other consumer loses 
a dollaron each of such articles bought. Thus 
the poor are made poorer and rich richer by pro- 
tective tariff. 

Notonly so, but thousands have been turned 
out co! employment north, during this trying win: 
ter,. by the operation. of protective tariff. 
More capital has een vested 
in the manufacture of protected 
gocds,.owing to the prospect of large profits, than 
was necessary tosupply thedemand. Stagnation 
in the market, and low prices in conse uence. fol- 
lowed. Themilis are closed and the employes 
sent out, regardless of their helpless condition 
But for the protective tariff those people would 
be engaged on the farm or otherwise earning a 
comfortable living. 

It is a very nice thing on paper and sounds well 
to talk of fine iron mills and other manufactories 
developing the resources of the country, It is al 
\ogether useful and yeeees if Capitalists will ran 
them without grinding the life blood from the 
poor by protective tariff. Bill Arp, who is gener- 
ally on the side of justice and equal rights, has 
taken arview of things. After looking down ata 
mill {rom a mountain near home he was taken up 
by Mr. Noble intoa high mountain in Alabama, 
and shown the riches and beauty of Anniston. 
Mr. Nobie appeared to him asa benefactor, support- 
ing hundreds of poor laborers, which he will con- 
tinue,.to do, if the protective tariff wili remain on 
iron. “Most wonderful. Bill could bear no more. 
He fell down and said; Let him have protection! 
But Bill neglected to take a view from the valley, 
however, else he would have seen that these hun- 
drecs of laberers are not only supporting Mr. No- 
bic, but making him rich, and will make him 
still richer, by theirlabor and the protection dol- 
lais from their pockets. If Bill would sit down 
wiih his happy family at homeand “‘rnminate’’ he 
willsee that if the revenue was raised by a tax equal 
ly upon the property of all instead of the present 
mode, large landholders would feel more inelined 
to put it on the market.
